DURING the early Hours of the morning of June 30th, 19S5 Mr 
Gary Clayton, whilst travelling across the Nullabor from 
South Australia to Perth someujhEre between Ceduna and Salla- 
donla saw a perfectly round white light through the paeeenger 
winduuia This light followed the truck for several hours* 

It eventually went behind the trees and finally dis¬ 
appeared, It could have landed about a thousands metrse from 
the freeway* In a short time a light appeared and then went out. 

"On first seeing the object I was very excited and watched 
as I travelled along the freeway and wee surprised when my 
companion, while using the truck's CB radio, had a conversation 
with a fellow semi-trailer saying that the lights on the right 
hand side had goneout for the second time.'' 

Gary said that when he arrived in Perth the TU stations had 
received film that was taken by a farmer in the general erea of 
where he had seen the hell of light which followed him, 

While camping with the family at Mount Crawford, north of 
Adelaid, at Q.JOpm on July 9th twc people saw a ball of light 
about half a metre across and with a tail. It was bluish in 
colour and they did not kioui the distance It was from them when 
it went behind the trees- They said that the sky was clear and 
crisp, 

This report by Mr Tuck happened on December IBth, 19Bi at 
approximately il.QBpm and was seen for 30-LD secanda. The 
location was 17km east of Blanch town on the River Murray. 

"When sighted it was many miles from us" he said* It was 
difficult for him to say how high up in the sky it was, but he 
thought about 20,DOB feet. 

"It looked oval tear shape and was moving very fast in a 
straight line and when overhead It disappeared into infinity. My 
hunting companion and I were seated before the embsrs cr our 
campfirs at 11.00pm having been in the situation for approxi¬ 
mately three hours, the sky waspErfectly clear and visibility was 
unlimited- Ue were facing ujestwhen suddenly aur attention was 
drawn to an object in the sky. It was northerly and a bright 
white object travelling at a very great speed* It was about 
one kilometre from us- life watched It in awe and when it almost 
levelled with us it suddenly stepped (no gradual slowing) and 
it remained stationery for approximately 2-3 seconds and 
accelerated upwards at a right angle from its flight path- Ue 
watched For some seconds until it disappeared from sight. After 
it disappeared from my sight my companion stated 'You realise 
ye can't tell anybody about this, they will never believe us.' 

He was afraid of being ridiculed so I remained silent and that 
is why 1 have not reported the incident previously. 
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At- 5*35prn 011 the 1st af August Mr Craig uas trai/elling 
alung ths main [Mnrth East Road uhen ha sighted an object in the 
3ky- The ubject was travelling from east to uest and he thought 
it was about 2 kilometres away and between IQDO and 1500 feet 
high-

Margaret Roney saw a yellow-orange object* A straight 
line and round at the top. It turned and looked a round shape 
on one spot. It then hovered and then disappeared- There were 
no navigation lights, 

"I felt exicted and not sure what it was as there was no 
sound,” 

At around 6,ASpm in ths Adelaide Hills, Mr Dean Finch 
saw, in the direction of Clarendon, the shape of an object- It 
was black and only the lights were visible- After about two and 
a half minutes the lights went out. He said there were two very 
bright white lights which appeared to flash on and off with 
four or five smaller orange lights which were underneath. The 
lights went off and then a few seconds later, the orange lights 
went off- The object was stationary for all this time. As it was 
a dark night, nothing was visible once the lights went out. The 
date was Auqust 20th, 

UJhat really happened,,,,? On ^^eptember 2nd a person phoned 
to say til at HrBryant had a most unusual experiance and was 
reluctant to tell the story, however he was disturbed and needed 
to get it off his mind. 





He said "Dn the 2nd of September I uent to the local 
rubbish dump to see if I could get rid of some rubbish and to 
check on the times one could do 3t, My car engine cut cut and in 
a fetij minutes tuo vehicles appeared, one coming towards me.

At about 9-50pm on September 7th Jeffrey Dermann saw a 
most unusual cluster of lights in the sky* After a few mamente 
he caller! his father to have a look- Over the last few months 
an aeroplane has been flying around Adelaide and has confused 
many people as tc whether it was a plane or something else* 

Ooth Hr Dermann and Jeffrey gave the following report- 

'^It was overhead. It moved to the left. It flew straight on* 
It moved back to the right* It went straight on and then to the 
right, then it disappeared behind a house* It was as large as 
a semi-trailer and was a dull yellow and made the noise of a 
h e 1 icop ter tii t h a humming noise- The night was clear and when 
it disappeared it looked like a dinner plate and it moved from 
9D degrees to about 9D degrees.

Mr Cockburn and hie family were travelling from Hannarilla 
to Clarendon on September Bth* John looked at his watch when he 
saw the two very hig bright lights and the time was 7,A9pm, The 
lights were flashing slowly and had a blue tinge* They appeared 
to be in an oval grey object about three times the size of the 
lights- 

Juhn said: "I was in the back seat of my parent's car when 
my father said ’Uhat the hell is that?' looking up through the 
windscreen* I was sitting on the back seat and stretched forward

I sauj It far 3D 
aeconds and the trees on the aide of the raad did block the view 
and the weather was slightly overcast. Although the road was metal 
surface I did not hear any noiae, I only sighted the object 
and it was ‘travelling twice or three times faster than me and I

At 4,55am Mr David Searle saw e series of orange to red 
groups of lights In the south south east direction from □ coastal 
suburb of Adelaide,Taperoo, They were overhead and after approxi¬ 
mately 15 seconds they disappeared. He estimatajthey were 1km high 
and the lights were on a oilvery background. There was no shape 
visible, said he[nuld not remember if there were eny clouds in 
the area but the air was a mild temperature and there was no 
sign of rain. 

On November 22pd, at different times, ‘there wers several 
sightings from the metropolitan area of Adelaide, The first 
one was at 4*30am and it was oval shaped and orange in colour. 

It uas in the east south east, 

"When I first saw the LtFD it looked to be about 2 feet in 
length and about 6 inchas deep. In sketch A was whenflrst seen 
and it appeared tn have an oblong shape of lighter colour around 
it.

IN 1560 I BtartEd to write what has bq far CSMY CRASH excludedl) 
proved to he my meet contraveraial book, Tt eventually appeared 
in late 19B1 from Neville Spearman COoronet paperback Edition in 
Early 1963). The hardback ia atill in print from C.EiJ, Daniel (who 
took over the Spearman books when the company 'retired^ in 196it). The 
book is called ALIEN CONTACT (although the British bibliography 
llata the 1966 copy of the Coronet paperbsek ss ALIEN CONTRACT - a 
much better title than minei 

ALIEN CONTACT is the story of the Sunderland family from a 
housing estate-cum-village in Oeeelde, North Uales. Absolutely 
everything imaginable happened to the mother (Marion) the father 
(Fred) and their five children - especially young Gaynor- Principal 
amongst these uas the CE3 that Gaynor underwent in Julyi 1976 when 
she uias only nine. A silvery diec stationary on a field in broad 
daylight fer 30 minutes, and her vialon of a male and female entity 
making hales in the grass with their assorted uieapons. It was un¬ 
precedented and unparalleled in British UFO folklore, but was 
followed by an invasion of lights, objects, out of the body exper- 
isneea, ghoata, viaions, physic encounters and drea-like tripa tu 
ether worlds. The whole thing is like a dozen aclenos-fiction 
movlea relied into one* Gaynor was always the main focus of these 
events - sa a kind of UFO ’msdlum’,,,an analogy I do take very 
seriously. 

I recall very well the innocent way 1 heard of that tale, via 
a press cutting the then 6UF0RA 'liaison' officer (Bryan Hartley) 
had in his shed- Paul Whetnall and I had gone to visit him, as we 
cFten did, Brysn was badly disabled and confined to a wheelohsir 
following his terrible motorbike accident, and he spprecisted UFO 
conversatInna, 

UFO SAGA 

The story had bean small and anonymous in a mid 1978 edition of 
the LIVERPOOL DAILY POST* It mentioned a UFO investigator I had 
never heard of. Fortunately a Staffordshire UFO enthusiast (a then 
v ery young Martin Keetman) did know him snd sgueezed out the Sunder¬ 
land family's address. That investigator had let the case ride- He 
seemed net to know what he was misaing. For as soon as Paul paid 
them a visit one day (detouring from hia work in Chester to do so) 
it was obvicuB to ua both that this was quite a stoyy* 

Back then - in late 1578 - we did not really know that we 
would still be on that case a couple of years later and writing it 
into book form. Even less did we know that the UFD 'saga was but 
the start of one of the greatest fairy tales (and 1 use those wards 
advisedly) that the 2Bth century has ever known, 

I kept alonf Frnm the Sunderlends for a year, trying to 
decide on their credibility "from a distance-Finally, 1 joined 
Paul in his frequent visits to see them aa the hook took shape. 1 
was nevdr really sure what to say about the matter. It was pretty 
clear that their story would stretch anybody's credihili'^y to its 
breaking point- 1 felt reasonably confident that there were sacin- 
logical factors at work- The younger children wanted to get 'in an 
the act' and share in the encounters that both Marion and Gaynor 
treated so matter of factly* 
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But iJiat Ljaa the ESBlity status pf the exorcism of an energy 
creature from the field behind their house? Dr the furry teddy 
bEar walking peat the local garage? Or the giant pyramid that 
Bhoued Darren my fact (and Janet and Colin BordsM? Dr Gaynnr^a 
visit to an interplanetary zcu where ahe sketched Go'ho a funny 
looking Nummu from the planet Typharra? I remember pondering that 
I muat be a .real IMummo myself if I took any of thajt seriouslyl 

SELF PE^LUD^D FANTASIflS? 

Vet — as Hynsk always said these tales might well be incrsdible- 
But 1 found it hard to consider the family as anything but credible. 
Gaynar, specially, was always happy to dismiss her experiences as 
dream-like and never tried to make more out of them than I would 

m V a s 1 f. , , 

It uiaa far from easy writing that book - using real names 
about real people Cin particular developing children) end con- 
acious that what I wrote might affect their whale I suepect 

I held back from saying things I might have said without such 
restraint - and I did not include comment about the social structure 
□ f the family or much else that had emerged freon my discusaicna 
about the caae with Dr,Shirley Mclver (eccialcgist at York Univer- 
sitv) and Dr. Jehn Shaw (psycholagist at Manchester University), 1 
had been advised that I do not dc this by both ths puhlishers and 
the family and I hed little cause to protest under ths circumstances, 
The book generated some criticism, tilas it credihle? Why was 
I promoting self deluded fantasies? 1 did include sections at the 
end analysing the experiences and that was acme salvation to a few 
researchers. But not many. Most wondered what on earth I was up to. 

I think it says quite a few interesting things that thia is the 
only one of my books to remain in print so long and to attract 
paperback rights. It is also my only bcok to have brought an 
approach from a Hollywood producer who wanted to make e film out 
of the story. Whilst ths negotiations are officially still 
air* (and names like Robert Zemeckis as executive and Jacqueline 
Bisset to play Marian Sunderland - with, would you believe, OliveE 
Reed to play Fred* - have all been monted? 1 suspect that the 
pro iect will never materialise becaase there are many problems. 

For example, I am not exactly in aupport of the film company 
plan to aiggeat that ths sliena perspnally °ti 

the mavie"when its director had a close encounter in the desert. 

But that ia another story,

Indeed I 
quote at length from a paper Graham Phillips wrote specially for 
ALIEN CONTACT* Gut I t hought they were studying the childrens^ 
psychic experiences, lilhat T did not know was that they were off on a 
magical quest to make psychic phenornena about as unusual as 
getting out of bed. 

EXTRAGRDINARV 

Andy had been engaged in thia quest until hs decided tn part 
company md move back to Essex, The nther tuic (with the Sunderlands' 
ca-Dperatlnn and half a dszen nther estmhile UFO inuestlgators from 
Staffsrdshire - uihp had deserted the fcld ts go nn spppkhunts) mere 
npu urlting a beak abnut thalr aduanturea. Uhilat Andy accepted 
that most of the things had happeaed (and he was perannal ultnesa 
to many; hs was not very happy about the way they were being 
novelised^ for the book. I could sympathise with that, because 
publishers Neville Spearman had done exactly this with ALIEN CDNTACT, 

liJhat Andy told me was a^t^a□^di^a^y tu say the least. My oh so 
credible witnpsp had forsaken their UFOs and aliens and taken to 
receiving medium1stic meaeages which added to those gained directlv 
by Graham Phillips. These led the team on a psychic treasure hunt. 

In the dead uf night on the Earl of Coventry's land, Andy had 
pulled out a sword ftom the bricks. It contained a message that tied 
in with the trance meaaages already procured. Using the sword as a 
dowsing implement, [feynor had led them all to o nearby lake where 
(after many adventures) they found a casket containing a green 
atone. Thia stone onced belonged to an ancient warrior queen called 
Ewevereugh and, of course, like all good stones of old, had magic 
powers. Taking it to nine stone circles in a fantastic tour of 
Britain they 'charged it up' and took it back to Staffordshire to 
fight a do or dichg.ttle against an evil forca in a local wood. 

Anyone listening to that load uf ca d swai Ic p wc uld doubtless 
react with a grin aid a chuckle. If you think it sounds like some¬ 
thing ripped off from LORD DF THE RINGS you would not be far 
wreng* But T knew almost everyone involved. I could not imagine 
why they would wish to invent such a stupid tale* The sword and the 
etone certainly existed, Andy showed me pictures* It is fair to 
say I wsB in s right tizzy* I had no idea why the family had kept 
all this from me* Ncr did I know why they had not allomed Paul 
to cast his expert eye over the stone. Frankly when Paul (a LORD 
OF THE RlNGSfanatic - sumething else the Sunderlands and Messrs 
heatman and Phillips knew) heard the claima he wanted nothing more 
tc do with the case - and I had to promote ALIEN CONTAGT on my own* 

J cannot say I really blame him, 

Andy wrote a booklet (THE SWORD AND THE STONE - privately 
published) which related tie events from his point of view- Jf I did 
not trust Andy implicity (as I do to this day) I suspect I might 
have quietly buried my book and forgotten all about this serry 
affair.

It 
may be based (rather loosely) on truth* Gut in writing it up like 
THE AMITYWILLE HORROR they have forfeited any right to be taken 
seriously. It would now be terribly easy for me to tell you that 
this clearly shows the Sunderland family and the 'investigators*

In this article 1 reasoned that an entirely different type of

Obuioualy we need a workable hypothesis on the nature of 
’apace.' Our current physics defines the propcrtions of space 
more jby default than by a deliberate hypothesis. Last century 
scientists had a different idea of what space is- They reasoned 
that space was a kind of medium throught which electromagnetic 
radiation could propagate- Their hypothesis was unable to explain

'Space fields’ as ue shall call 
them are operated hy probably all matter/matter interactions, 
but they usually balance out end iiie have not, so far, discovered 
their existence. 

The creation and annihilation of fundamental particles are 
ncti) interpreted as processes uhere space fields are taken into 
or out of existence. [\Jo doubt there are other processes uhich 
produce large scale space fields of practical usefulness. These 
Lje must still discover, but mhen ue do, ue have the potential 
for gravitational propulsion end faster than light travel. Also, 
unfortunately, it uill be possible to release energy distructively 
□n a scale vastly greater than the nuclear ueapons of our day. 

Much is said in UFD research circles about the official 
cQVer-up of UFD sightings* The impetus behind such secrecy 
probably has two sources. Dn the one had there is a malevolent 
motive Lilith the intention of depriving mankind of the cultural 
and technical benefits of contact uiith other civilisations.

Houjever, it ia very easy (deceptively persuasive in fact) tc than 
go back to every case you can think of and try tu re-evaluate it in 
the same way I could, for instance, look at all car chases end argue 
that they probably have a very similar solution* Quite a few do. But 
it would be foolish to get carried away and become too genEraiised* It 
ia very tempting to cf-spense with real field investigation by con¬ 
vincing yauraelf that you do not need to do it. There is a tailor 
made answer thst could fit - therefore it does fit. 

I will confine my answers to specific cases to those I know 
well enough- This means the cases in SKY CRASH as, according to Steuart, 
"Several stars contributed to the Rendlesham (Forest) incident.**- 
and stars appear to be the cause of several other incidents related 
in (the book)---*^* Dne of these is the famous Cash-Landrum case from 
Huffman, Texas, which is ccnFidently said to be ’’caused by a starj 
Canopus"- The comment at the end of the article Hendry has briefly 
discussed these IFOs in his 'The UFO Handbook'--," ia rather mis¬ 
leading, because Hendry's book was written two years before either 
the Huffman, Texas or Rendlesham cases and far as 1 know) the 

astronomer is not a gifted cleirvoyantl Nor do T find it very 
convincing that the nbjsct and a fleet of noisy helicopters CiLihich 
crested serious radiation sickness in the witnesses and gave out 
waves of heat) was a atari Either Steuart was joking (which I doubt), 
he has gone crackers (which I sincerly hope not) or he has some 
extraordinary evidence about this case which he had better present 
forthwith if he expects anyone to take his vieue very seriously in 
f uture. 

I note thst he explains the Hopton, Norfolk, September lLth,lBBD 
events at ’’Betelgeuee and Rigel" - and since, in SHY CRASH, we did 
say that this case "may or may not have an explsnatlon” I won't 
pulbbls* It leaves some points tc he debated but is a very 
reasonable possibility. Likewise, si the paperback edition of SKY CRASH 
we do point out that the Halt tape leaves one in little doubt that 
some of the lights it ;describes are explicable* Some of these may 
well be . stars* I can buy both Steuart and Ian Ridpath'g comments 
□n that. A1thought there remain a couple of more puzzling observatiens 
that night in the woods. However, the events of December 29th-3Pth 
as recorded on the iape do not have e bearing on the supposed "sky 
crash" incident which, despite Ian Ridpath and Steuart's juggling 
with the calendar, happened on December 27th, 19BO,,-and is, as 
yet, unexplained, 

I am even uiilling to go oniecord and say that the bright light 
in the sky which Brdnda Butler described seeing over the base may 
very well have been \/enus - as both Steuart and Ian suggest- Rrenda 
vehemently denies this possibility, I must add- But the case they

INTRDDUCTIQIV 

It ujDulP be very wrong of me ta state that computer technalogy 
will solve the LfFD enigma. Computers are highly etructured, 
working purely on logic. The total opposite to the UFO pheno¬ 
menon. The LfFD has come in all colours, shapes and sizes. In 
probably every .weather condition and geographical location* 

There are indeed general patterns and scenarios that UFD eventa 
rcllow* But there ia not a database in the world that could handle 
E vgry parameter generated by LfFO repcrta to date. 

Bearing this in mind there has to he a degree pf caution 
when evaluating results compiled from a UFD database, or, indeed, 
any statistical analysis that is undertaken (whether using a 
coinputer or not). 

A IMS 

From the start I was not concerned with formulating an ^all 
singing, all dancing* database. Frankly the finances were not there 
to Fund a project that involved several people, with their own 
high speed, high memory and inevitably high cost terminal and 
peripherals* So the Zh Spectrum was chosen to do the job. 

Before the inception of the database, a researcher, wishing 
to use BUFDRA reports as a basis for his tudstudy would have had 
the arduous task of searching through every report, manually, 
one after the other. This situation uae simply rot good enough, 
especially when the flleewerein no proper order. So clearly some¬ 
thing had to be done. The database was only considered to be 
an electronic card index system that would house ail filed case 
reports. This would generally eliminate the time coetly exercise 
of manually searching through 15,DDD case reports* 

Once the database was complete, we would have an opportunity 
to analyse the stored material statistically and hopefully glean 
some positive results. 

STR UCTURE 

Despite the limitations of the Spectrum, i.e, memory (iifiKBytes) 
and relatively alow access time.

In this light we have to be 
flexible in nur attitudes, cur investigative techniques and cur 
research. This goes against the grain of the rigid computer's structure. 

Uithout sounding damning of statistical analyses of UFO data 
conducted in the past and the effort that has gone into them* Not 
one statistical report has ever mirrored another (4). This implies 
a purely random phenomenon reported by a purely randem cress 
section of witnesses- The sceptic would argue that this proves that 
UFDa d o n not exists but are purely unsolved iFDs (with hidden mundane 
'Earthbound^ explanations). I think tthis is a fair point to argue.

NU]'OIL'-APR A hr^s an active branch in Be rby shire which iindortook 
an investigation of the incidents described in the book "i'he 
Uninvited P: The Visitation" by Frank Taylor, at the renu-rJ. of 
the then editor of TEU'i MATLOCK MFRClJRY, Ian Amos.- 

I’he fi-^’st taring v/e found peculiar was the fact that the 
events v;ere supposed to have taken place at a time when our own 
organisation was undertaV^in'^ an extensive series of inv'^’stirations 
into UFO sirhtings in the area thp events in the I'ook ar^ not in. 
Ti'is work has received considerable exposure in the media (in- 
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eluding reference _ to us by them of si[^htings they had been notified 
of, not all of which had relevance to the investigative v.^ork "being 
carried out. In light of the details given in the book of the 
witnesses’ desire to discuss the case'vfith those likely to know 
something about UI'Os, as well as the claimed police involvement, it 
reemed strange nobody knevj of our investigations from the local 
press. Perhaps the witnesses and those they discussed their claimed 
experiences iwith, including a pub landlord, did not read the local 
press, or listen to local radio broadcasts; frankly v;e felt this 
to be unlikely in. every case. 

The editor of THE MATLOCK HEHGLIRY had been in correspondence 
with the author of the book, 'Frank Taylor' but could add nothing 
to what v;as given in the book. The police at Matlock knew nothing 
about the alleged events or about being called out, Hovj this is 
decidedly strange, for according to Chapter 6 of the book, a police¬ 
driving a panda car had seen and chased a UFO after interviewing 
the witnesses, this chase his car had hit the top of a rise 

in the road at S^mph, taken off, landed with considerable force, 
spun round on the wot road twice and hit a wood fence ei.ther 
broadside or head on (pp 70^71)i yet the car had not been even 
slightly damaged,; there was not even a scratch on 'he p-'^inti 
find the no damage claim difficult to accept- Chief Suncrintendent 
T- Bailey, of the Divisional Police HQ at Buxton informed up that 
they could not help with data as 'hmfortunately files relating to 
that p-riod arenono longer retained.Either this is accurate or 
the;/ have reasons foT not wanting the matter furthered , though 
notliinp-^in the events as described in the book giv-s grounds ’for 
siispecting this to he so. Later our investigators located v.^hat we 
felt: to be the most likely location for such b crash, but there 
v/ere no vjooden fences at it only rather elderly iron railings,

discuss sightings even though in certain instances they could not 
repeal^witnesses^nancs and addresses, or give dafa vfhich could lead 
to their identification, 'The fact the ufologist named in the book 
as "Roy Campbell’ appears to have made no secret of his interest in 
ufology is indictive of it not beinr: unreasonable to assume a 
willingness on his oart to discuss particulars of the care. 

The invi^stigntors involved we^^'e a’^'a^'s of the ponsibiliof 
the sightings if true, might well be explainable in the manner 
sugg'^'Sted by Steuart Campbell, ani] the star Antares was conrid'^red 
as a possible candidate, Ue took into consideration the various 
features which are sot out in hr Campbell’s article (ArTRCMDUICAL 
UFOs, CBlfF0!?A BliLId:,T] h ibi^ 16''l9)biit v.^e concluded on the rasis of 
the available data (or lack of it^ plus certain det-nils given in 
the book and ou^ personal knowledge of the topography of the area, 
vdiieh a map does not readily convey, that to conclude a star ’vas 
the expl-mation was rerhaps a too hasty, and too easy, conclusion 
to draw, tlowevr, we had this possible explanation in mind when 
we decided to do a tim.ed re-run of he v^itnesses car ride tcs 
described _in thp book between Ch^rsterfield and Matlock.

nonsense of the timing as found in the book. We tried 
possible alternatives with the same lack of success and this 
was also the situation when we sought to locate the "Horse¬ 
shoes' public house, none of the many vje visited (v;ithout

Arm-'-d with the facts turned up from onr investigntion we 
next approached Hr Ta^f] or through his publisher, seeking 
explanations for the discrepancies in the book, and after a 
lengthy delay received a reply wh:i ch can only he termed 
evasive. However, he di'"'' admit that contrary to a claim made 
on page 169 not to have changed any det-'ils other than the 
names those involved in the case he h'Kl , In fact, altered 
some of the times and "settings" in order to make the story 
‘'flov.f better". It was obvious from this admission that you 
could not trust the book, for not only had identifications 
been changed, as admitted in the text, but novj we knew tim^r 
and locations had been altered. If the tal^ was true V'/e v/ere 
imeefj ■ni.iVt V,Yir-r Tgir.gdTig douVjAs as to wYLeVaen YYieTe: YiBd YjS^Ti 
furthc-r deliberate alterations in factual detail in order to 
obtain a better "flow". The author warunwilling to rerolvo 
this difficultjj^.

Our reason for feel inr the mysterious ufologist featurin-^ in 
the sto^y v.‘Ould be vdHing to discuss the case has already 
been referred to, so v/ith this in mind v/o requested from ^be 
author the true name of "Hoy Campbell" and his home address. 

In the book it is said he h'd been "part of some kind of 
organisation that checks on things like this (UFOs)" -^o he 
must have vnanted to share his interests with others rather 
than remain in glorious and secretive isolation. In reply, 

Mr Taylor st^^te'-'’ he v/as no longer in contact with Campbell 
and did not know of his present whereabouts (letter dated 
August lAth, 1985)- We consider t^^is to be a convenient 
get—out, Y^e were thus fsc d with not only v/itn^sses who bed 
removed themselves to a place unknown, a landlord v;ho had 
done like-'ise, police who knew noth!nr about the events ani 
Tiar] destroyed files but now a lost ufologist as well. 

Another line of inquiry was to discuss the events

They had heard 0"^ no unusual police activity, o-e 
obsf^rvcrl police cars in pursuit of anythlnr at night, Th« only 
ufo 10 [^ice 1 ornani " 0 1 i on the;/ had heard of was our own soei'"^y, 
and ^'hoy did not know of local ufologists other than our o'-'n 
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people. V/e were willirip^ to meet the witneeseo, the land¬ 
lord end the mysteriorG nfolorcist at any venue selected by 
them anywhere in Enf^land, thus preserving their anonymity, 
and would meet their tr-^velling eitpenses as well as riving 
legally "binding guarantees which would ensure confidential 
information '-^as not publicised. The offer was not taken up, 

Naturally the scope of our investigation took in 
particulars such as aircraft movement during the period of 
the events,weather conditions, possible military operations 
and si^ch like all of which were discussed at length by the 
investigative team of four. There were off-the-record 
discussion vrith other people v/hose expertise might have 
added further details to the information available to us. 

In the light of these discussions and considerations the 
conclusion our investigators drew in respect of the case 
presented in '^The Uninvited The Visitation" and sub¬ 
mitted to the debitor of THH MATLOCK MERCURY in writing on 
September 22nd, 19S5 v;as that the book v;as a vfork of 
fiction, though as the aui'hor appeared to know sometbimg of 
ufology, the story probably embodied ideas derived from 
published cases Che menions NORTHERN UFO NEWS)as Miss 
Randles concluded. Until the author is wil].ing to per¬

Havana read the argument 
it is easy to share his views, 

-lie demonstrates that most eye** 
witness renorts, photographs^ 
cine-film and, more recently, 
sonar soundings, are in fact 
evidence not of an unknovm 
marine life in the Loch, but of 
bow waves, rotting vegetation, 
ships^ wakes, otters (particularly 
otters) submerged rock out- 
croppings and obvious hoax, lie 
produces, as one would expect of 
Steuart, a pov^erful and persua¬ 
sive argument, and the book is 
certainly highly recommended to 
all those interested in what might, 
or might not, lurk at the bottom 
of Loch tiess as v:ell a.e the history 
of research which has surrounded 
the area for over 50 years. I am 
InclinedE i:o agree with him that 
the lack of any real tangible 
evidence of the creature""s exist¬ 
ence (bones, physical traces, just 
one unchallengeable nicture) does 
indeed suggest that what h^s been 
genuinely '.-'itrLesHSed over the years, 
as oppocod to what has been rh-'liber- 
ately fabricated, has been natural 
phenomena either seen at too great 
a dietanee to be convincingly iden¬ 
tified, or else in adverse weather 
conditions, 

Ypt, amongst the hoaxes and the 
hype one cnTnes across a photograph 
like that on page 50 taken by Jenni¬ 
fer Bruce in 196? at Brumnadrochit. 
It i^ odd. It ^ unexplained- Mrs 
Bruce herself was unaware of nny- 
thinF on the Loch until the photo¬ 


graph was developed. The picture 
might even lend added weight to 
Steuart s anti-argirment for a play 
of shadows and ] imht and venter, if 
that s v^hat it was, has certainly 
produced the familiar picture post¬ 
card image of Nessie h'^rself, a 
raised head and sinuous neck and a 
dark body, lovf in the water, far 
out beyond the shore. 

Whilst I supnort Steuart's 
evidence against the monster's 
existence I certainly do nu^stion the 
closinr sentence of his book which 
seems to me to eritomise all the 
limitations of the closed, nanny— 
knows-best scientific mind, "there is 
absolutely no reason why anyone-.," 

There are, of course, countless 
reasons v.;Jiy people still believe in 
the Loch Ness monster (and much 
other stranre phenomena also) and no 
amount of the reasoned scientific 
argument which he puts forward is 
going to shake them out of that 
belief.^Indeed, why should it? 

Scientists are, I am sure, 
appalled that in the last quarter of 
the 20th century outwardly sane 
looking people go around clinging with 
the tenacity of limpits, to childish 
ideas that they should have 
abandoned in the nursery — UFOs, 
Nessie, God, BVM visitations - are 
but four wViich come readily to 
mind. People 'cling* for the very 
reason th^t, as scientists attempt, 
and sometimes succeed in explaining 
and rationalising ev'ryth'ngfJp they'^ 
serve to destroy the very real 
need for peopite to believe in a 
world v/hich cannot be explained and 
rationalised. 

A plesiosaur living at the 
bottom of Loch ^ benevolent 
space travellers, divine inter¬ 
vention in mans' affairs are ana¬ 
thema to anyone v/ho seeks to 
reduce the inexplicable to the 
patently obvious. Theirs ma^^" be a 
laudable enterprise (we have", after 
all^bean * rationalised' out of our 
habit of burning our female senior 
citiKens as witches). It may be that 
scientific values will ultima'elv 
triumph and i-e shall all h^core^" 
much more reasoned and sensible 
people- but it will also -e-ove 
from our lives which increasingly 
suffer the dis advantao’es of mod'^^rn 
technolgy an^" scientific 
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gress rather than prosper from 
their long-awaitef^ benefits, a 
sense of wonder and mystery of a 
miracolous universe whose full 
nature we do not, an'- probably 
nevrr viJl, fully comprehend. 

Scientific wisdom (sic) for 
years scoffed at the true nature 
of meteorites C"Stones, falling 
from heavenl You must be jokingl); 
the survival of the celocanth; 
the theory of relativity; the idea 
of tectronic plates, the possibility 
of lunar flipiht, the commercial 
viability of the telephone, the 
gramophone and talking pictures. 

It was, until April of this 
year, expressing no misgivings at 
all about the complete safety of 
water“COoled nuclear reactors. 

Science has been to infallibility 
what Henry VI11 once was to 
marital fidelity. Too often 
science has declared "No, totally 
impossible^" when it might have 
Just as easily said, "Wait, nox-^ 
let's think about that.-," 

To the scientist peoples' 
increasing belief in fate, the 
paranormal, the unknown and the 
unprovable, is a totally primitive 
and irrational behaviour pattern 
which needs, like a diseased tooth, 
to be removed from the physical body. 

But man's ’/ish to knov; the unknowable 
is, undeniably, part of his spiritual 
longing for something greater both 
outside his ordinary existence and a 
world where social and political 
problems grow yearly more complex and 
intractable and which dogmas, isms and 
even science itself is totally in¬ 
capable of resolving. 

The cuest for something 'extra 
ordinary, which would shatter forever 
the immutable laws, both political and 
scientific, by which they are governed 
is the reason why people will continue 
to misidentify tree-trunks, otters and 
boats beneath Castle Urquhart and why 
they will always t:reat wj t.h deep 
scepticism the views of the scientists 
who have failed them in the past, v/hen 
they tell them that "there is absolutely 
no reason why anyone should believe.,*," 
To that they can only renly: '^But I 
saw the . 'eatuT^e/the UFO/God *" No 

amount of ocicTitiixc reasoningJ 
however erudite, will eradicate that 
attitude and, on reflection, I'm not 
at nil sure -tbot, where vjonder ceased 
to rlny a nort in our lives, v;e 
s ho aid benefit very much if it did,

Mind Over Matter, The Case For 
Psychokinesis, D, Scott Rogo* 

The Aquarian Press 160pp £4*99* 

This book by a seasoned parapsycho¬ 
logist from California is an ex¬ 
cellent introduction to an in¬ 
volv'd and controversial subject 
and covers all aspects of pyscho- 
kinesis (PK), It continues the 
useful AASAP series "The Evi’ence 
For..." in a larger format- Pogo 
deals both with the impressive 
anecdotal and the (to some) more 
conclusive and "scientific'^ labor¬ 
atory evidence. 

I think that no one who studies 
the data, so lucidly set out by 
the author, can end up by doubting 
the reality of the phenomenon, be¬ 
devilled though it often is by 
fraud and suspicion of fraud, A 
few points of criticism will not 
be out of place in this review. 
Towards the beginning (p.8) Rogo 
asserts (without giving a reference) 
that "writers of the (sic) Egyptian 
papyri told of houses plagued by 
demons who threw objects about 
and broke furniture-" One v.ould 
like to see the evidence for this 
curious statement. 

Again, in discussing "vratery 
poltergeists" he says that a 
certain(American)case is "the 
most notev/orthy (p*5l)* ■-Without 
V7anting to detract from its im¬ 
portance, there is an even better- 
attested British one, given in 
great detail with impeccable 
supporting evidence (sec Gauld, A 
and Cornell, A.D- Poltergeists , 

HKPr pp 301 ff*) Rogo doKcrlbcs 
the Cambridge sittings vjith Pall- 
a dino as "a total fiasco" (p,32). 
This is by and large correct if 
one ignores her initial successes 
with Myers which v^ere ouito 
striking (JSPR,, February,1983, 
p.5^) 

In probing into tha final 
reluctance of Stella Granshaw to 
be furth^^r investigated after she 
had produced such hrillicnt and 
unecuivocal results it mighi have 
been Just Vi^orth mentioning the 
deteriorating personal rel'itiun¬ 
ship betv;een medium and investi¬ 
gator (Harry Price), which has 
never been properly expl'’'fned: 

Rogo, by contrast, throws 
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interest! licrht on Crawford 
s’uicide (p.125)* fiut it THTist of 
conrse be borne in mind that his 
is only a relatively short intro- 
dnetion, 

Ref^ardinf^ V^illi Schneider 
Cundeservedly much less well- 
knov/n in the Ihf^lish-speaking 
world than hin brother; the author 
says that in the 1924 sittings 
^’little happened and the SPR v:as 
markedly unimpressed^' (p*68). In 
actual fact, Pingwall'c findings 
were little short of sensational, 
coTnin^‘ as they did from such a 
notorious scepticl (Gee Proc SPK - 
^anuary, 1926;. 

-^he hypothesis that Price 
faked the incriminating Rudi 
Gcheider photop:raph (p.yi) is by 
no means undisputed, though there 
is no doubt that he played a dirty 
trick on that excellent medium* 

To state that after the l95Cs 
there were no more physical mediunis 
(p.75) is incorrect. But Rogo's 
discussions are on the vjhole 
hapnily balanced between excessive 
scepticism and credulity, and per¬ 
haps never more so than Vr^hen he 
eva]Urates Geller's amazing progress 
from small-time conjuror in Israel 
to world-renowed psychic and mill¬ 
ionaire. 

Although there may not be many 
revelations for the expert, the new 
comer to psychical research who 
wishes to he informed on th^ rub- 
ject will find the book a useful 
anr-1 handy work setting out the 
facts and pitfalls in a readable 
and re1iahie way, 

It is n:ood to know that this 
field of research v^hich holds out 
such promise is no longer ignored 
by main-stream Aineric.’'n para¬ 
psychology, and that the spontan¬ 
eous and mediumistic parameters 
have come into their ovm. It is 
true that physical mediumship is at 
present at a lov; ebb (and has been 
for time) , but poltergeist 

phenomena continue unabated to 
delight some and to terrify others* 
Much meanvfhile remains to be done 
by way of study and evalimti on, 
Perhaps most important of all , the 
Fhilia exp'^riment of the I'oronto 
group desf^rv^s to be reelicated in

The Moving Statue of 
Ballinspitttle and Related 
Phenomena* Lionel Beer, 

Spacelink Books, I9 Fresh¬

Having dealt with TTessie' we 
turn to another puzzling phenomenon 
- visitations of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary (RMVs) of which one of 
the most recent v^res that at Ballin- 
spittle, Southern Ireland in the 
summer of 1985* 

Lionel, in this recently pub¬ 
lished book, the -object of the 
last of the 1986 lectures in June, 
briefly reviews the history of the 
BMV phenomenon, mentioning not only 
the famous cases (Lourdes, W'alsing- 
ham, Fatima) all of which were well- 
documented in Kevin McClure’s book 
(THE VIGICMS OF THE VIRGIN MARY, 
Aquarian Press, 1983) but less 
well knoi'.n, and more recent ones. 
These include those at Medjugorj 
and Belgrade, Yugoslavia in 1981- 
83 and Pulawg,-, Poland in 1984. 

The Ballinspittle visitation, 
much^nearer us geographically and 
in time, occuries most of the con¬ 
tent of this informative and vrell-' 
illustrated book. The report is 
not, however, a second-hand, paste 
and^scissors job, for Lionel 
visited the area himself during 
that summer and drevr from first¬ 
hand sources. The phenomenon 
began in the late evening of 
July 22nd when a teenage girl, 
passing 5Cft from the Ballinspittle 
grotto, believed she saw the 
Virgin's statue rock to anr^ fro on 
her pedestal, as if about to 
topple over. 

Word spread, as v-ord does, Cn 
the evenin'™ of July 2^rd a dozen or 
more sighfeeers vrer- to be found at 
the grotto. By the end of that 
damp, inhospitable summer, one of 
thi^ wettest cn record, i.n Soisthern 
Ireland, some 100,000 people had 
visited Ballinspittle, i'heir cars 
and coaches congested its narrow 
country lanes as they converged, on 
a tiny isolated rural hamlet in 
order to see for thi^mselves, as 
Lionel points out, that statues 
cannot move of their ov/n accord, 

The medi.a treated the v.'holo 
affair v/ith all too familiar 
Vjokey’ approach - i:here was 
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The TJFO Voria ^86, Compiled 
hy Jennj Ranaies on behalf of 
BUFORA. £1,50,

Jenny baa drawn together many interesting reports from 
Australia, Eenamrk, France^ Scandinavia, Switzerland,', the 
USA, and UK* Headers vjill., I think, be pleasantly surprised 
to discover how much UFO activity there is throughout the 
vforld and how much work ufologists are doinn to solve the 
enigma* That information alone makes the booklet worth its 
very modest price. 

Apart from the information round-up there are feature 
articl^^s by Barren P, Charter, a writer new to the UFO scene, 
and Ian Gresswell and a look at some UFO publications which 
appeared during 1985- 

It would be good to think that this is the first of many 
international annual reports of the UFO scene, il" is a very 
much needed service in a world w^hich does, ufological ly 
speaking, seem to be very insular in many respects, and does 
not share its cases or its solutions.
